GOODMAN has had a rather complex sex life. He has, 
in several instances, stated in his writing that he is a 
homosexual. He has a wife and family and sees no contra¬ 
diction. ; : 

His son lost his life in a tragic accident several 
years ago. His eldest daughtery in her early twenties, lives 
away from the family; she is working on her doctoral degree. 

His other child, a daughter about six years"old, resides with 
him and her mother on West 20th Street, in Manhattan, New , 

York City. 

GOODMAN has written extensively regarding his 
anarchist philosophy, his pacifism, his anti-draft, anti¬ 
war policies and of his homosexuality. 

GOODMAN is associated with "Liberation" magazine. 

GOODMAN has no regular employment or office; he is 
self-employed as a writer under contract to Random House, Inc., 
working from his residence. 

GOODMAN has some very unique ideas regarding 
education.
